G.S.R 363(E), In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 
1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following Order further to amend the Edible Oils Packaging (Regulation) 
Order, 1998, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Edible Oils Packaging (Regulation) Amendment Order, 2004. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Edible Oils Packaging (Regulation) Order, 1998,— 


(a) in sub-clause (4) of clause 4, for the words “within ninety days*, the words “within sixty days” shall be 
substituted; 

(b) in sub-clause (2) of clause 10, for the words “The laboratory shall make a report”, the words “The 
laboratory shall make a report within a period of forty days from the date of receipt of the samples for 
analysis” shall be substituted; 

(c) in clause 13, the following shall be added at the end, namely:— 




“The appeal so filed may be disposed of by the State Government within a period of ninety days from the 
receipt of the said appeal. ”; 
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sixty days from the date of receipt of the said petition.”.
